OTTAWA, March 22.—(CP)— 
Dr. Augustin Frigon, acting gen- 
eral manager of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, said 
today existing CBC restrictions 
were “meant to protect us from 
any possibility of our facilities 
becoming a political arena to the 
detriment of the general public.” 

Telling the commons radio com- | 
mittee that political, controversial 
and news commentary transmis- 
sions were “the bugbear of all | 
broadcasters in free countries,” Dr. | 
Frigon denied it was a CBC} 
policy not to allow criticism of the 
government on the air. 

"We try to present a fair picture 
of government activities and poli- 
cies, apart from straight poiitfcal 
news,” he said. “But because of | 
this heavy preponderance of gov- | 
ernment news, there is a special | 
obligation to give reasonable space | 
and emphasis to opposition critic- 
ism in our bulletins.”

VESUVIUS, March 22,—Three

moment and bury the country- 
side under tons of molten rock. 

Allied military authorities were 
understood to be preparing to eva- 
cuate the residents of the three| 
towns if the lava flow continues. 

Meanwhile, the seething cone of 
the volcano glowed with such in- 
tensity that Italian experts warned 
it may break suddenly and send a 
terrific overflow of lava in all 
directions. 


VINEYARDS DESTROYED 

Not a single life has been lost thus 
far, largely because of the prompt] 
measures taken by the army to re 
move reluctant civilians from their 
homes, but millions of dollars worth | 
of property have been ruined and 
some of the finest vineyards in Italy 
have been partially wiped out, in-| 
cluding the famous Lacrima Cristi 
vineyards. 

It was estimated that cultivation 
of lava-wasted soil would be im- 
possible for at least a century. 

The villages of San Sebastino and 
Massa Di Somma were all but ob- 
literated yesterday by the lava wall 
moving down the northwest slopes 
and a two-mile-high column of fine 
dust peppered Naples and Salerno.

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A Question of Fairness 


While the plan has not been clarified in 
detail, it is to be supposed that in compell- 
ing the railways to dispose of their air 
transport systems the Dominion Govern- 
ment will protect them against actual loss 
of investment in doing so. Indirectly the 
T.C.A. belongs to the Government, but the 
National Railways should not be compelled 
to show a book-loss if the transfer of au- 
thority has to be made at a sale price legs 
than the actual amount put into the enter- 
prise. The C.P.A. has invested millions of 
dollars in its air transport system, and this 
Spot antag will be sold to private parties. 
f this cannot be done at a price which 
would leave the company in the clear, the 
balance should be made up to it. 

Both these enterprises have been de- 
veloped according to law and public policy. 
Now that the policy is to be changed, 
neither of the companies which created and 
operate the services should have to sacri- 
fice capi¢al investment because the change 
is being made. 

It may be that there will be no such loss 
involved in either case. There is a prospect 
that post-war commercial aviation will be a 
busy and profitable field of enterprise. If 
80, the publicly-owned system can be trans- 
ferred to the new operating authority at 
full investment value, and the privately- 
owned system can probably be sold for 
what it cost. But only the future can make 
this certain. 

Since the changes of ownership are to 
be demanded by law, the present owners 
should be guaranteed against any loss of 
invested capital as a matter of common 
fairness.

Setting A Standard 


Edmonton is now in that transition 
stage which lies between the town and the 
metropolitan area. It is at once a hopeful 
period and a discouraging period. It is 
hopeful because signs of growth are always 
hopeful. It is discouraging because it re- 
quires an effort to step up habits of mind 
and standards of civic leadership to the 
requirements of a community which is be- 
ginning to belong, not to a small neighbor- 
hood, but to the world. 

It is startling to discover suddenly that 
the methods and thinking and standards 
which were good enough for a village are 
completely inadequate to the needs of a 
metropolis, 

It is this discovery which has caused so 
many forward-looking citizens of Edmon- 
ton to press urgently for a general program 
of civic beautification, particularly with re- 
gard to the creation of a park in the entire 
block north of the Macdonald Hotel, 

This readjustment of views and stan- 
dards is vitally important because so many 
things depend upon it. 

If no one takes the lead in setting stan- 
dards of beautification and improvement, 
the general tendency of the entire citizenry 
will be towards degeneration, carelessness 
and indifference. 

But once a standard of beautification 
and improvement is fixed, everyone begins 
to work up to that standard. This has been 
proved time and time again. For instance, 
the beautification of the city of Ottawa, 
a number of years ago, gradually set a new 
Standard for the entire countryside. Even 
adjacent villages were stimulated to new 
efforts of tidiness, neatness and repair, 

Well-paved streets, adequate sidewalks 
and suitable parks, particularly in the 
business districts—these all stir up a new 
civic consciousness in citizens young and 
old. And out of that consciousness emerges 
civic pride, the most valuable asset any 
community may possess. 

Only the city officials can take the lead 
and set the standard for Edmonton, That 
is why immediate and far-sighted action 
with regard to the Macdonald Hotel park 
means so much more than the project it- 
self, impertant as that may be. 

This park, this essential breathing space 
jn an area that so soon will be congested, is 
the symbol of Edmonton's emergence into 
metropolitanism.

The National Railways 


Canada’s “white elephant” of the de- 
pression years is now proving its useful- 
ness as a carrier, and is more than earning 
its keep in the transport of passengers and 
freight. The annual report presented to 
parliament shows that in 1943 the system 
carried four times as many passengers and 
more than twice the amount of freight as 
in the last pre-war year. The figures are 
bewildering because of their magnitude. 
Reduced to comprehensible terms, the traf- 
fic handled was 17.3 per cent greater than 
in 1942, and 44.7 per cent greater than in 
the best traffic year of peacetime, 1928, 

It is no secret of course that carrying 
people and goods has not been the sole 
activity of the National system in the war 
years, It has been building ships, repairing 
naval and cargo vessels, producing guns, 
mountings and artillery carriages and 
other types of munitions, These side lines 
are not to be forgotten in measuring the 
service that has been rendered to the 
nation’s war effort. They were carried 
on in the plants and shops despite the ab- 
normal repair and maintenance work in- 
volved in keeping 2,500 locomotives, 90,000 
freight cars and 3,500 passenger cars roll- 
ing as they never had to be kept moving in 
times of peace 

The financial outcome of Lhe year’s 
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operations is most gratifying. With all 
operating expenses paid, there remained a 
balance of $116,140,285 from earnings. 
When capital charges had been subtracted 
from this the cash surplus was $35,639,412, 
an increase of more than $10,000,000 over 
that of 1942. The total funded debt of the 
system was reduced by $64,983,601. Taxes 
paid amounted to $8,390,678. Interest paid 
on funded debt to the public was $30,998,- 
196. Interest paid on loans from the Gov- 
ernment was $18,664,848, 

These figures show what the Railways 
can do in the way of providing transporta- 
tion. They show also that when traffic is 
available in keeping with the capacity of 
the system it can take care of itself fin- 
ancially, with no deficit to be made up by 
the taxpayers at the end of the year. In 
his report, Mr. R. C. Vaughan, chairman 
and president, states the fact this way: 
“The 1943 operations demonstrated the 
great earning power of the system, prov- 
ing again that it can handle an immense 
volume of business economically and 
expeditiously”. 

The moral is plain. In after-war years 
the National system can do what it did 
last year, both in supplying transportation 
and in supporting itself, if it is given the 
opportunity. All it needs—and all it ever 
did need—is traffic to handle. Relating the 
question to general public policy, a condi- 
tion of “full employment” for the people 
of Canada will mean full employment also 
for the Railways, and a satisfactory bal- 
ance sheet at the end of the year.

OTTAWA.—An item in the news 
uncovers one of the curious feat- 
ures of the war. It is that Austra- 
lians are dying in the jungles of 
New Guinea and in the air and sea 
war of the Southwest Pacific in 
order to preserve the common free- 


dom in, which Americans share, 
while the Chicago Tribune has re- 


marked on March 10 that: “The 
Australians had better be getting 
into the Pacific war themselves.” 
In defence of this remark, which 
has drawn a rejoinder in Australia, 
Robert McCormick, publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune, has observed: 
“Australia has not national con- 
scription, while American con- 
scripts have saved Australia, But 
Australia is making no effort to 
help us retake the Philippines.” 
The Australians are a proud 
people, and one of their rules of 
this war is that gratuitous insults 


directed at an ally in time of war 
constitute treason, They will have 
difficulty in understanding the Chi- 
cago Tribune and its publisher in 
any other terms. Yet the incident 
provides an opportunity for reason- 
able Americans, as well as similar 
persons in other countries, to con- 
sider the record. And Australians 
may recall that comparable attacks 
upon Canada from an extremely 
small minority within the United 
States, at an earlier stage, pro- 
duced the greatest spread of in- 
formation and goodwill concerning 


Canada that this country had ever 
enjoyed in the United States.

Domestic Coal 


Editor, Bulletin: We have just ex- 
perienced one of the mildest winters 
this Dominion has had for many 
years, if any to equal. This has been 
a great saving on all kinds of coal, 
and we are now faced with idle 
days in our domestic mines, 

January 31, 1944, found all domes- 
tic mines fully caught up with bhck 
orders—the first time in 20 months. 
Going back to April 1, 1943, which is 
the seasonal date of the beginning 
of the 1943-44 season, all our mines, 
including small gopher holes, mined 
steadily until January 31, 1944, ex- 
cept for the usual breakdowns and 
the short strikes occurring in May 
and October. 

Even with this steady employment 
in the 10 months from April to 
January, inclusive and with the 
favorable weather conditions, we 
were only then able to catch up 
with a large amount of back orders 
remaining unfilled. 

Now what would have happened 
if we had had a normal November, 
December and January? 

We must not allow these mines 
to have idle days and lose produc- 
tion. Now is the time to contact all 
your dealers, hospitals, schools, 
public buildings and consumer pub- 
lic, urging them to purchase coal for 
storage purposes immediately.

Health Measures 


Editor, Bulletin: For a quarter of 
a century following World War IJ, it 
was my privilege to be actively en- 
gaged in health work that enabled 
me to appraise and evaluate the 
Hodgins Report on Medical Care 
that was filed with the Ontario Gov- 
ernment in 1917. The nature of my 
work also enabled me to ‘carry out 
a suggestion presented with that 
report, namely, that those engaged 
in the work should find a solution 
of some of our health problems, 
and the commissioner found that 
the chief cause of health problems 
was due to the fact that upwards 
of 90% of our population were (still 
are) financially unable to provide 
themselves with adequate health 
services. 

And now after reading editor- 
jal and personal appraisals and 
criticisms of the draft Health Bill 
on file at Ottawa, I am forced to 
make very definite conclusions. 

(1) For no reason other than their 
apparent desire to trifle with health 
legislation, the Government at Ot- 
tawa have earned a want of con- 
fidence vote, and any. provincial 
administration that fails to under- 
stand the Ottawa Draft Bill in all 
its implications, or endeavours to 
prevent or hinder adequate Federal 
legislation (curative) should in my 
opinion be similarly dealt with. 

(2) The complete lack of under- 
standing displayed by those chosen 
to sponsor Dominion health meas- 
ures is hard to comprehend, Their 
failure to gain any measure of pub- 
lic confidence is in my judgment, 
quite reprehensible. 

(3) A reported increase of one 
per cent in daily illness is sufficient 
in itself without the knowledge that 
persons who are seriously ill are 
permitted to suffer because provi- 
sion for those who are chonically 
ill and aged has been neglected, 
this demonstrates how long prompt 
action is overdue, Meanwhile our 
representatives at Ottawa discuss) 


and agree to pay weekly expendi- 
tures for radio clap-trap that is of 
questionable value to any of us. 

(4) The amount required to fin- 
ance health care (curative) for the 
reported 3% or 350,000 of our popu- 
lation who are ill daily can be 
estimated and summarized some- 
what as follows: An expenditure of 
from three and a half to five hun- 
dred million yearly would be re- 
quired; this amount to be collected 
or made up as follows: Fifty to 
sixty per cent by those as and 
when they require the service, for 
strange as it may seem many of us 
still prefer to open our own pocket 
books and pay as required, rather 
than be taxed unduly for service we 
may never need. Mr. Lorne K, 
Smith made this quite plain in a 
letter to one of our daily papers, 
and similar facts could be shown 
by thousands of our esteemed citi- 
zens, The remainder of the three to 
five hundred million required for 
curative care to be collected by the 
$1 to $1.50 per month payment, 
subscriptions or insurance from all 
adults, This amount would provide 
approximately one hundred million 
and the balance one hundred million 
or more, to be supplied from con- 
solidated revenue or by tax on some 
of our luxury spending. 

Little change in or additional out- 
lay would be required to admin- 
ister this amount through our pre- 
sent set-ups and in addition such 
an expenditure if impartially spent 
would provide economic security 
for all direct health workers, and 
thus enable them to render a more 
efficient service. Just as soon as 
the financial set up is assured, 
ample provision for the care of 
our sick can be undertaken and I 
assure those who are interested, 
that this fs not a day dream. Such 
a program has already been tried 
and proven,

The 
small sum of money they possessed 
had only just covered their hotel 
bill. There seemed only one thing 
to do, so they decided to risk a per- 
formance in the local town hall.

in the Pacific war in its present, 
preliminary offensive stage, the sit- 
uation in 1942 has begun to be ob- 
scured, 

It is worth keeping clearly in 
perspective for another reason. 
Britain played no role at all in the 
saving of Australia, and that is 
one of the significant milestones in 
British Commonwealth _ relations 
arising out of this war. To make 
the list complete, no other country 
interested in the Pacific played a 
part of any importance in saving 
Australia. Certainly Canada did 
not. 

New Guinea is the main outpost 
of Australian defence, and it was 
manned almost entirely by Aus- 
tralian forces in 1942. In the battle 
of the Coral Sea in May, 1942, and 
the later battle of Midway, Ameri- 
can naval and air power proved to 
be the barrier to further Japanese 
expansion across the Pacific. These 
battles, of course, exerted profound 
effect upon the position of Aus- 
tralia. If the battle of the Coral 
Sea had been lost, for instance, the 
Australians could not have held 
New Guinea for they would have 
been outflanked in due course by 
Japanese landings on the eastern 
coast of Australia. But that battle 
itself produced the first effective 
combat co-operation between Aus- 
tralian and American forces, and 
some of the planes that decided 
the battle of the Coral Sea were 
based on airdromes just rushed to 
completion in Australia. 

On September 1, 1942, one of the 
decisive engagements on the perim- 
eter of Japanese expansion began 
at Kokoda Pass in the Owen Stan- 
ley mountains behind Port Moresby. 
There Australian conscripts and 
regulars stopped the Japs, and from 
that month on the tide began slowly 
to turn against Japan. Coincident- 
ally, the U.S. marines were fighting 
in Guadalcanal, in the Solomon 
Islands, and their victory there, too, 
was a decisive milestone in the 
turn of Allied fortunes in the Pa- 
cific. 

* * * 

The proportion of American to 
Australian troops in the Southwest 
Pacific have never been revealed 
officially, In the months in which 
it can be said that Australia was 
saved, the forces were predominant- 
ly Australian, First arrivals of U.S. 
air forces, now expanded into the 
powerful Fifth U.S. army corps led 
by Lt.-Gen. George Kenney, were 
pitifully weak. Their losses were 
heavy. They lacked battle experi- 
ence. They also lacked, and this is 
of great significance, adequate re- 
pair and maintenance facilities. At 
one time, about 40 per cent of this 
force was grounded for lack of re- 
pairs and overhaul. It was Australia 
that helped to provide the repairs 
and to keep the air force going. 

Meanwhile, Australian army and 
Royal Australian Air Force strength 
has been concentrated in the 
Southwest Pacific. On Jan. 27, 1943, 
Prime Minister Curtin said: “The 
Australian army is the predom- 
inant strength of the land forces of 
the Southwest Pacific area.” That 
army has fought 80 per cent of the 
land actions in New Guinea. 

Australia has suffered 55,890 
casualties in this war, 10,880 of 
them deaths. The total would be 
equivalent, in proportion to popula- 
tion, to 1,000,000 U.S. casualties, 
Number of Australians sworn into 
the armed forces has exceeded 
750,000, and the Australian over- 
seas forces number 280,000, equiv- 
alent in proportion to an American 
expeditionary force of 7,000,000, 
Australia has labor conscription af- 
fecting men up to the age of 55 
years, unequalled in any demo- 
eratic country. Its budget was 
£670,000,000 in 1943, and £715,000,000 
in 1944. Its income tax applies to 
1,500,000 persons, and it starts at 
rate of 242 per cent on income dver 
$364. Australians have sacrificed 
more of their standard of living 
than the people of United States or 
of Canada.

Quick-Freezing Foods At Home 


This Is a Post-War Hope 
As It Preserves in Most 


Natural Form 

By MARY AL ‘CE QUAYNE 

Just how the conversation got 
around to food preservation the 
other day I can't remember. How- 
ever, one of the guests was the 
wife of an American Army engin- 
eer and she gave us a lot of in- 


formation on quick-freezing which | 


is a technique of food preservation 
that is arousing no end of interest 
and speculation, 

She says that victory gardeners 
who used this process last year in 
dealing with the fruits of their 
toil have much to say in its praise, 
little in disfavor. Their colleagues 
who conserved their harvests in 
other ways have become interested 
in the freezing method, and already 
are inquiring about the facilities 
available for next sezson, 

According to this American wo- 
man there are two possible means 
of quick-freezing—first by the lock- 
er plant and second by the s0- 
called home freezer,, But because 
of a combination of circumstances 
such as small supplies and the re- 
strictions of the War Production 
Board, the outlook is rather dis- 
couraging. 

The locker plants in operation in 
the United States at the end of 
1942 was less than five thousand. 
These plants are buildings equip- 
ped with an average of 300 to 400 
refrigerated compartments in each 
in which some 200 pounds of food 
may be deposited by an individual 
household 


freezers for homes is prohibited, 
and the only substitute on the mar- 
ket is in such small quantity that 
one authority estimates it can meet 
only one per cent of the demand. 
This substitute is a remodeled 
freezer originally of the sort used 


in retail shops for the storage of ; 


ice cream. It is “done over” in such 
a way that it can be employed not 
only for storage but also for freez- 
ing. 

Many of us think of the locker 
plant as a “war baby,” The plant, 
which in a town or small city is 
apt to be regarded as a commun- 
ity institution, got its start more 
than a decade ago during the de- 
pression, and, though its place of 
origin was Iowa, spread rapidly to 
all parts of the United States. 

“What is a locker plant like?” was 
a question we naturally asked, Gen- 
erally speaking, the locker room it- 
self is much the same in all build- 
ings. It is a frigid area—usually 
kept at zero—that those on a tour 
of inspection put on heavy mackin- 
aws before entering. What looks 
like huge office filing cabinets, ex- 
cept that they are covered with 
white enamel, are arranged in ord- 
erly rows back to back, with aisles 
perhaps five or six feet wide be- 
tween, The “drawers” in these cab- 
inets are in tiers—they are the lock- 
ers themselves, measuring about 
six cubie feet, holding around 200 
pounds and registering from 5 to 10 
below zero. They are storage places, 
the actual freezing being done in 
another spot where the tempera- 
ture is from 20 to 30 below zero,

numerous sorts of fruits, meats, fish, 
poultry and eggs take kindly to 
freezing. 

The preliminary steps necessary 
to get these dhings ready for the 
process may entail simply washing, 
draining and packaging, or the 
more elaborate business of slaugh- 
tering, dressing and cutting (as 
with meat animals). 

Some plants. are so equipped 
that they can take care of all ade 
vance preparation, while others re- 
quire that this be done at home, 
One of the plants is fitted with a 
slaughter house and can convert a 
live hog, for example, into fresh 
and smoked meat, lard and sausage. 
They freeze and store these prop- 
erly. 

The yearly rental fees for one 
locker vary, but a representative 
range might be from $14 ¢o $23. 

“Why has quick-freezing suddenly 
become so popular?” is another 
question that was brought up. One 
answer is that it saves time and 
labor in comparison with home can- 
ning. 

Another advantage is the pleas- 
ing flavor, texture and color of 
good frozen products, Freezing pre- 
serves food in its most nearly nat- 
ural form. 

Foods must be absolutely fresh 
when frozen if it is to be appeal- 
ing wen finally served, 

This will be another way for us

“The existing system is sometimes 
called a system of free enterprise, 
and is heartily condemned as such, 
Though the present system is to be 
condemned, it is ridiculous to con- 
demn it as a system of free enter- 
prise. One of the chief objections 
that the average man has to the sys- 


tem is that he has very little, if any, 
freedom of enterprise and that is 
limited to the amount of money he 
controls. 


MOTIVE IS GOOD 


“The ‘profit system’ is another 
term applied to the present system 
and in condemnation of it.... The 
profit motive is universal, and in it- 
self is good. It provides a tremend- 
ous incentive to human progress 
and accomplishment. It is only when 
profit is made at the expense of 
others that it is wrong. 

“In other words, the abuse of 
the profit system is wrong, It is 
this abuse of the profit motive by 
the money power and the mono- 
polies it controls, that must be 
eliminated,” the report states,

whatever guise it may appear, is 
the doctrine of the supreme state.”

Being Studied 
By Legislature

to lower the age limit for old age 

pensions to 60 years, and raise 

the amount of pension to $50 a 

month, and to remove immedi- 

ately all degrading regulations 
and restrictions such as “the 
means test.” 

The resolution would be changed 
by the Page amendment to read as 
follows: 

“Whereas, our pioneer citizens 
have been the chief contributors to 
the upbuilding of this country; and 
AMPLE RESOURCES 

“Whereas, it has been proven that 
Canada's rich resources are able to 
provide a high standard of living 
for all its citizens; and 

“Whereas, the first duty of every 
Christian country should be to care 
for its aged people, not as a char- 
ity, but as a payment of a just debt 
for services rendered; therefore 

“Be it resolved, that this Assem- 
bly urge the federal government 


in justice to our pioneers, to recog- | 


nize and implement the pleas of 
the Alberta Pensioners’ Society as 
expressed in their own memoran- 
dum, as follows: 

(1) To reduce the Old Age Pen- 
sions Act age limit from 70 to 65 
years for men and 60 years for 
women, and to increase the amount 
from $30 to $40 per month, and 

(2) To supplement this request 
by the following recommendations 
of the Post-War Reconstruction 
committee: 

(a) That free hospital, medical, 
dental and optical care should be 


provided for these pensioners and| 


a moderate burial allowance should 
be granted; 

(b) That suitable housing 
should be provided for aged per- 
sons who have no homes or are 
unable to care for themselves;

| At a recent meeting of the board 
of directors of Cockfield, Brown 
& Company, Limited, Carl D. 
Dennis, Jr., was appointed assist- 
ant to the president, G. Warren 
Brown.

James said: “If any blame is to be 
attached to anybody regarding the 
old age pensions, it should be at- 
tached to the people of Canada, 
who have been too complacent and 
indifferent. The people should put 
pressure on the government, to see 
conditions are changed.” 


PROVIDE MORE JOBS 


The fact that elderly people have 
to wait until 70 years of age until 
they get a pension has a serious ef- 
fect on the employment situation 
of the country, the member said. 


“If we would reduce the pension 
limit to 60 years of age, it would 
take a lot of older men off the 
labor market, making room _ for 
younger men,” he added, making 
a reference to the serious unem- 
ployment situation which may de- 
velop after the war. 

Men a little over 60 years of 
| age are too old to work, but are 
| nine years too young to receive 
the pension, Mr. James went on. 
“Too old to work, too young for a 
pension—they face 10 years of 
semi-starvation,” he declared, 

The member continued: “At pres- 
ent, the old age pensioner gets a 
miserly pittance of $25 a month, | 
under certain conditions, a sum 
totally inadequate to live on. It is} 
true many of our people are manag- 
ing to eke out an existence on $25 
a month. How they do it, I don't 
know.” 

MORE FORTUNATE HERE 

People in this province are more 
fortunate than most, Mr. James 
went on, pointing out that pension- 
ers in Alberta receive $30 a month, 
|$5 more than in most other prov- 
inces, 

Regarding the “means test,” he 
said that pensioners were allowed 
$365 a year, and if they got more, 
ic was taken off their pension. “This 
is entirely contrary to what should 
be the principle of old age pen- 
sions. It reduces them to the 
standard of a dole or charity—and 
no one likes charity.” 

Mr. James said the principles 
governing old age pensions 
should be this: “When a man 
reaches the age of 60 years, a 
grateful country should say to 
him, ‘You have done your job, 

It’s time you rested, We will see 
you have plenty from now on, so 
you can spend your time in rest 
or recreation, Our business is to 
see the debt we owe you, for the 
part you paid in building this 
country, is paid’.” 

“We have allowed this thing to go 
on for year after year, and these 


people suffer. It is time we woke 
up to the conditions the old age 
pensioners are facing, and put on 
pressure to see the conditions 
changed,” he concluded. 


CITES SEVERAL CASES 

Mr. DeBolt in seconding the reso- 
lution cited cases of old age pen- 
sioners in pioneer districts with 
which he had been in contact. Some 
of these persons, he said, lived in 
hovels, and did not receive enough 
money by pension to buy glasses, 
or receive medical or dental care. 
He asked, “Are we going to remove 
the older people from the labor 
markets, to make way for younger 
men, after the war?” 

William Tomyn (S.C.-Willing- 
don) said “It is high time our 
pioneer citizens should be for 
once and for all relieved of eco- 
nomic worries in their declining 
years.” 

Mr, Page, rising to bring in his 
amendment, directed attention to a 
motion adopted by the Independ- 
ent party in conventions at Calgary, 
dealing with old age pensions, and, 
to statements in “The Case for Al-| 
berta” to the effect that Alberta 
could not meet the financial bur- 
den imposed if the pension age 
limit was reduced, if the present 
distribution of the cost was main- 
tained.
